America's 
fighting 
forces and' 
their allies and reduce costs to the 
general public in the United States. 
Establishing of buying agencies at< 
all the principal terminals, licensing 
of elevators and mills, fixing of ai 
price to be considered fair, regulation 
of the middleman and of grain ex- 
changes, with 
the 
elimination of 


trading, in futures are the chief fea-, 
tures of the plan. The licensing willi 
begin September 1.

The minimum price of J2 for •trheatj 
fixed by Congress does not become) 
effective until next year, but the ad- 
ministration proposes to exercise a 
very thorough control over this year's 
crop through powers conferred under 
the food and export control bills.

"The result of this situation is that 
the normal price-making machinery is 
entirely broken down unless some ef- 
ficient government action Is Brought 
into play, either, (a) the American 
producer may face a slump in wheat, 


i possibly below - his production cost, 
and Cb) the. export price of wheat 
which ultimately determines the real 


tain a fair price. 
"Furthermore, the holding of wheat 
or flour contracts by persona not en- 
gaged in the trade, and even when in 
trade. In larger quantities than is 
necessary for the ordinary course of 
their business, is unlawful under the 
act, and such cases will be prosecuted 
with vigor. And we would advise 
such holders to liquidate their con- 
tracts at once. 


TO REPRESENT TRADE. 


"The food administration has had 
the patriotic co-operation of the lead- 
ing millers of the country, and these 
millers have organized, at the request 
of the food administration, a commit- 
tee to represent the entire trade. De- 
tailed proposals for an agreed differ- 
ential of profit and expenses per bar- 
rel of flour and per ton of feed, are 
under discussion. Under this arrange- 
ment the public will be assured an 
equitable and stabilized price of flour
